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Shocked mum 
speaks of her 
carjack terror 


A MOTHER who was dragged 
from her car and robbed after 
going out to pick up her son 
from a friend’s party has this 
week spoken of her terrifying 
ordeal. 

The woman, who has asked not to 
be identified, was driving her silver 
Peugeot 306 along Priory Avenue in 
Old Harlow in the early hours of 
Sunday when she was forced to stop 
because a group of people were 
fighting in the road. 

Someone then opened the door of 
the car and dragged her out of the 
vehicle, threatening her before 
stealing her mobile phone. 

The group who were fighting then 
drove off in the car, leaving the 
shaken mum on the roadside. 

Police who carried out a search of 
the area later arrested five men on 
suspicion of burglary and robbery. 

The damaged car was then found 
abandoned in Collins Meadow. 

This week, the 58-year-old victim 
told the Star: “I feel a bit shaken and 
a lot worse now than I did then. I’m

going to see my doctor because I feel 
really funny about it all. 

“I didn’t know if they had knives or 
anything like that so when they 
started swearing at me and making 
demands for my phone I just did 
what I was told. 

“It’s a very scary 
thing to happen, 
especially 
at that hour.. 

Victim’s mother-in-law 

“One man was swearing at me and 
telling me to hand over my phone 
and by that time the others had all 
surrounded the car. 

She added: “I only went out to pick 
my son up from a party. I didn’t 
bring my dog because I usually get 


invited in and I didn’t want to leave 
her howling in the car. 

“It’s the only time I didn’t bring 
her and I know she would have 
gone for them, but for all I know 
they could have had weapons and 
my dog would have ended up hurt. 

“The police told me the car has 
been damaged, too, but it’s in a 
pound at the moment so I haven’t 
seen it.” 

The incident took place between 
1.30-1.45am. 

The victim’s mother-in-law add¬ 
ed: “It’s a very scary thing to hap¬ 
pen, especially at that hour. Luckily 
she was not hurt by the group but 
the whole thing could have been 
much worse than it was.” 

“She was very shaken and this is a 
very upsetting thing to happen, but 
we’re just glad she’s okay.” 

Four of the five men who were 
artrested appeared at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court on Monday cha¬ 
rged with burglary and/or robbery. 

The fifth man was released on 
police bail until Thursday, June 27.

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Smoker fined £700 
for dropping butt 

A SMOKER has been forced to 
cough up almost £700 after being 
caught discarding a cigarette in 
Harlow town centre. 

Lisa Wingrove, of Longbanks, was 
spotted tossing the butt to the floor 
by a Harlow Council community 
safety officer on December 7 last 
year. After refusing to pick it up, she 
was handed a fixed penalty notice 
of £80. 

Despite receiving several 
reminders, Ms Wingrove failed to 
pay the fine and as a result the 
council took the matter to 
Chelmsford County Court. 

The defendant failed to turn up to 
last Thursday’s hearing, but the 
council successfully applied to 
prove the matter in her absence. 

Ms Wingrove was fined £200 and 
ordered to pay the authority’s legal 
costs of £497, plus a victim 
surcharge of £20. 

Speaking after the hearing, a 
council spokesman said: “Keeping 
the streets clean is important to 
residents so we will take action 
against anyone who makes our 
town untidy. 

“There is no excuse to drop litter - 
including cigarettes - when there 
are plenty of litter bins around, 
especially in the town centre.”

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Police leaflets to 
warn of ‘bogus 
cop’ phone scam 

POLICE investigating a telephone fraud 
where elderly and vulnerable people are 
tricked into giving bank details to a man 
posing as a police officer have launched a 
leaflet campaign warning West Essex resi¬ 
dents about the con. 

Almost 30 thefts and attempted thefts 
have been reported since the offences first 
came to light in January. 

Victims are telephoned by fraudsters who 
pose as police officers. Various stories are 
used to trick the person into thinking they 
are the victim of bank account fraud and 
often a courier is sent to collect bank and 
credit cards. In some cases valuable items 
have also been taken for “safe keeping”. 

Thousands of leaflets warning of the scam 
will be handed out to elderly people. They 
will be distributed by uniformed officers at 
various supermarkets and other busy sites. 

People who have received any suspicious 
calls but have not informed police or have 
any information on the incidents should 
call Brentwood CID proactive team on 101. 


Row erupts over 
sports club sign 


THE owners of a Harlow sports 
centre claim their business is 
being damaged by Harlow 
Council’s refusal to cut back 
shrubbery obscuring the club’s 
new roadside signage. 

Councillors granted planning 
permission for the sign to be ere¬ 
cted outside Paringdon Sports 
Club last month - only for the 
authority to then block co-own¬ 
ers Troy Mead and Dave Hancock 
from trimming back trees and 
bushes concealing it from view. 

They had hoped the sign, which 
has been put up inside the clubs’s 
grounds off Paringdon Road, 
would attract new customers, but 
now fear it has been an expensive 
mistake. 

Mr Mead told the Star: “It’s an 
absolute farce. 

“Councillors were happy to let 
us splash out on the new sign, but

when we asked for permission to 
cut back the trees and shrubs on 
the other side of the fence we 
were refused. 

“What’s the point of it if no-one 
can see it? We made it quite clear 
the shrubs needed to be trimmed 
for the signage to have any 
impact.” 

Mr Mead claimed the authori¬ 
ty’s decision had given the club’s 
competitors - which include the 
council-backed Harlow Leisure- 
zone - an “unfair advantage”. 

“You don’t see Leisurezone have 
any problems trying to advertise 
their business, there are signs 
everywhere,” he added. “But 
when we ask for the same treat¬ 
ment we’re given short shrift. It’s 
crazy.” 


But Councillor Phil Waite, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
environment, claimed the club’s 
planning application had not 
made it clear enough that the 
foliage would need to be cut back. 

“Reducing trees was not part of 
the advertisement consent appli¬ 
cation and the sign’s location was 
never discussed with the council 
before the application was sub¬ 
mitted,” he said. 

“The trees are in good health 
and are an important part of the 
landscape. The council does not 
want to see any further cutting 
back of trees in this area given 
the amount of tree reduction that 
has already taken place and it is 
also unlikely to be supported by 
local residents. 

“It is unfortunate that the club 
did not talk to the council before 
putting itself in this position.”

itself. This will not change and CCTV 
surveillance is an expensive white 
elephant. 

In this regard I am a firm believer in 
reducing speed limits in Harlow and 
providing more pedestrian crossings 
at surface level. Well-designed 
underpasses are good but they take 
up a lot of space, and they only 
work if pedestrians and cyclists are 
forced to use them by the provision 
of fencing to corral people into 
them. This makes them expensive, 
unsightly and encourages motorists 
to believe that the highway is theirs 
and theirs alone. 

By reducing speed limits in the town 
to 40,30 and 20mph as appropriate, 
more people would be encouraged to 
walk and cycle, thereby reducing the 
need for more roads 
Finally, I’m sure Mr Vine would 
agree that the Clock Tower 
roundabout improvements are just 
another phase of the inevitable 
dualling of the A414 to Edinburgh 
Way. This ties in with the Essex 
County Council study concerning 
the construction of a route through 
Harlow via Gilden Way - not round 
it - to a new junction on the M11. 

The prospect of proper northern 
continuation of the A414 from 
Eastwick to a new Ml 1 junction is 
fading fast!

Southern bypass will 
solve traffic problems 

SIR, Further to my letter about 
money being wasted on road 
improvements, I have been reminded 


that the Ml 1 was routed on the 
wrong side of town. 

Long ago it was proposed that 
Second Avenue should be widened 
to form a dual carriageway to cut 
through the heart of the town 
in order to solve the problem of 
congestion due to east-west through 
traffic and of workers try to reach the 
town centre and Pinnacles. 

The idea was strongly opposed 
and shelved. However, might the 
‘improvements’ to the Clock Tower 
roundabout and road just be a 
sign that the original idea is being 
stealthily ressurected and we can 
expect the next step will be to dual 
the rest of Second Avenue? 

There is a better solution. The 
problem would be solved by a 
southern bypass from the existing 
Mil junction to the Eastwick area.

Budget for councillors’ 
allowances was raised 

SIR, I feel Cllr Mike Danvers is being 
somewhat disingenuous in his letter 


about councillors’ allowances (Star, 
April 4). 

There was an increase in the budget 
for members allowances which was 
approved at full council on February 
7. It went up from £180,900 to 
£182,230. There was no such increase 
in the Conservative budget. 

In answer to a question at the full 
council meeting of March 21, the 
council leader said, “The reasons for 
the increase are - (b) a contingency 
in the members allowance budget to 
make provisions should there have 
been an increase of one per cent in 
2013/14.” 


Clearly there was the possibility of 
an increase in allowances for some 
or all councillors, otherwise why did 
they approve the contingency in the 
budget? 

If there was never an intention to 
increase allowances, why did they 
include the contingency? 

Their denials only compound their 
dishonesty, for it is a worse offence 
to collect tax you have no intention 
to spend! It would appear Labour 
panicked at being found out by 
Conservative due diligence. 

Each councillor receives an annual 
allowance of £4,270. In addition, 
there are special responsibility 
allowances paid to councillors who 
have various positions. These are 
paid on top of the basic allowance; a 
portfolio holder like Cllr Danvers will 
receive a total of £7,270 per annum 
- somewhat more than the ‘less than 
£5,000’ he refers to in his letter.

Mum may have been told there is no 
cure but there are many things you 
can do to help ME (supplements, 
massage rest and gentle exercise) 
and there are some good local 
practitioners (not GPs) who can help 
advise on these. 

Many sufferers return to a good level 
of wellbeing; I did. This young man 
needs support and encouragement to 
get better and lead a normal life or he 
will be stuck with this forever.

A phenomenon within 
a whirlwind: our MPs’ 
views on the Iron Lady

DEPENDING on your politics, she was 
either the great reformer who dragged 
Britain out of an economic black hole, 
or the scourge of the poor and vulnera¬ 
ble who destroyed social cohesion and 
killed off UK industry. 

But following the death on Monday of 
Margaret Thatcher at the age of 87, there 
was at least one thing supporters and 
critics of the former Conservative Prime 
Minister could agree on - that she was 
one of the most influential yet divisive 
politicians ever to have taken office. 

Leading local tributes to the Iron Lady 
was Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
described Baroness Thatcher as “one of 
our greatest Prime Ministers”. 

“Truly great people come along once a 
generation and Margaret Thatcher was 
one of our greatest Prime Ministers,” he 
told the Star. 

“Mrs Thatcher made Britain a power in 
the world, reformed our economy, estab¬ 
lished popular capitalism and ena¬ 
bled millions of lower earners to 
purchase their own council homes 
under Right to Buy. She was a real 
One Nation Conservative. 

“She was a huge influence on my 
own politics and was one of the 
reasons I first decided to become a 
Conservative. Her influence on the 
Conservative Party as a whole is 
almost unparalleled.” 

Mr Halfon also paid tribute to 
Baroness Thatcher on the BBC’s 
Newsnight programme on Tuesday 
in an interview filmed inside the 
Harvey Centre. 

Jerry Hayes, who served as 
Harlow’s Tory MP during most of 
Baroness Thatcher’s reign as PM, 
hailed her as a “phenomenon with¬ 
in a whirlwind”. 

Writing on his blog, Mr Hayes said: 
“The truth of the matter is that Thatcher 
was not the ogre who despised the poor 
and ground their faces into the dirt as 
she slashed public expenditure to the 
bone. 

“And nor was she some sainted figure 
who could do no wrong. She was a deter-

But Stan Newens, who was start¬ 
ing his third and final term as 
Labour MP for Harlow when 
Baroness Thatcher came to power 
in 1979, said her politics had 
“divided a nation”. 

“Of course it is sad when anyone 
dies, but I have always been totally 
opposed to everything she stood 
for,” he said. 

“Her insistence on privatisation 
has led to huge profiteering, her 
sell-off of council homes has con¬ 
tributed to today’s desperate hous¬ 
ing shortage and her flawed belief 
that the City of London could sup¬ 
port the entire country financially 
led to the death of our traditional 
manufacturing base and closure of our 
coal mines. 

“Far from building up Britain she in 
fact helped create the crisis in which the 
country now finds itself.” 

The Star was unable to contact former 
Labour MP Bill Rammell for his reaction 
to the news of Baroness Thatcher’s 
death.

TWO charity groups in

THE Harlow branch of HMV is one 
of 132 that have been saved from 
closure after restructuring spe¬ 
cialist Hilco struck up a deal to 
save the home entertainment 
chain. 

Hilco, which already owns HMV 
Canada, has announced that it has 
bought HMV for an as yet undis¬ 
closed figure - though the deal is 
believed to have been worth 
around £50m. 

The chain went into adminstra- 
tion earlier this year and 66 stores, 
which employed around 930 staff, 
were closed across the UK. 

The HMV sale could save up to 
2,500 jobs and means that the 
Harlow store in the Water Gardens 
will stay open. 

Mandy Pierson, assistant man¬ 



ager at the Harlow branch, said 
staff were “over the moon”. 

“It is fantastic news and all the 
staff are over the moon that our 
jobs are safe,” she told the Star. 

“It would have been a shame for 
Harlow to lose HMV, which is such 
a fantastic store. 

“We’re very happy.”

L OOKING at Harlow's 
heavily congested roads 
today, it’s hard to imagine a 
time when most of the town’s 
residents didn’t own a car. 

But back in the 1950s and '60s it 
was a different story, with many 
relying on public transport to get 
from A to B. 

As such, it was imperative that 
the New Town’s bus services 
were kept running smoothly - a 
real headache for Harlow 
Development Corporation as 
most routes were originally run 
from Epping. 

But that all changed in May 
1963 when London Transport 
opened the town’s first dedicated 
bus garage on Fourth Avenue, 
where it remains to this day. 

Yet although services 
undoubtedly improved as a 
result, the new garage wasn’t 
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quite the panacea HDC hoped it 
would be. 

Continuing problems with the 
reliability and frequency of 
services persisted, and even led 
New Town masterplanner Sir 
Frederick Gibberd to concede 
that the town’s bus network was 
“one of the corporation’s least 
satisfactory attempts to achieve a 
good service for Harlow 
residents”. 

The garage has nevertheless 
stood the test of time and is now 
one of the few former London 
Transport county area garages 
still in operation. 

And as it approaches its 50th 
anniversary next month, the 
Amersham & District Motorbus 
Society has asked for Nostalgia's 


help in contacting some of the 
depot’s original staff ahead of a 
vintage bus day on May 5. 

Co-organiser Keith Valla said: 
“Harlow is now one of a handful 
of former London Transport 
country area garages still 
standing and being used still as a 
garage. 

“It would be nice if some former 
London Transport bus crews 
from the Harlow garage could 
attend on the day as we celebrate 
its opening 50 years ago.” 

Featuring 20 vintage buses 
from the 1950s and ’60s, the 
event will offer passengers free 
rides on routes operated from 
Harlow garage when it first 
opened. 

Timetables and programmes 
will be available to buy from 
Harlow Bus Station from next 
week. 


On a roll with Harlow’s first skating club 

I T wasn’t quite the era of the 
roller disco, but that’s not to say 
roller skating wasn’t popular in 
the 1960s - as shown by this group 
of enthusiasts posing in Harlow’s 
Moot Hall. 

The photograph, which was 
taken in 1960 and originally 
printed in local historian George 
Taylor’s wonderful book of archive 
photos, proves the sport was alive 
and well in the New Town as long 
as 20 years before the craze 
reached its peak in the early ’80s. 

It also highlights the sheer 
diversity of activities once offered 
at Harlow’s first dedicated 
community centre, which has 
hosted everything from dog 
obedience classes to bakery 
groups over the years.

UKIP go all out

But it will have to see off opposition 
from a full complement of Labour, 
Conservative and Liberal Democrat 
candidates as well as representatives 
from The Green Party and the newly- 
formed Trade Unionists & Socialists 
Against Cuts. 

Among those standing for UKIP is 
Mark Gough, a former two-term 
Harlow councillor who defected from 
the Conservatives last year. 

He told the Star this week: “Like 
many others, I have become increas¬ 
ingly disillusioned with the Conser¬ 
vative-led Government and the 
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starting to wake up to the fact that 
UKIP are the only party who can offer a 
serious, sensible alternative which can 
affect real change on the issues that 
matter to them.” 

UKIP has been on something of an 
upward curve over the past year, and 
scored a symbolic victory over the 
Tories at last month’s Eastleigh by- 
election after beating the Conservative 
candidate into third place. 

Now, alongside fellow candidates Bill 
Pryor - himself a former Tory council¬ 
lor - former Labour council candidate 
Dan Long and Jerry Crawford, Mr 
Gough hopes the party can inflict fur¬ 
ther blows to its competitors by taking 
Harlow’s four county council seats 
from Labour and the Tories. 

“We’re getting new members every 
week,” he said.“We are the party in the 
ascendency and the fact we are con¬ 
testing every seat in Essex just shows 
how seriously we are taking this elec¬ 
tion.”

BRIGHT young jobseekers from Harlow 
hope to help thousands of unemployed 
youngsters find work after taking a 
starring role in a new Channel 4 show. 

The Occasio House residents app¬ 
eared in Sunday’s episode of docu¬ 
mentary series The Secret Millions , in 
which they teamed up with Dave 
Fishwick - of ‘Bank Of Dave’ fame - to 
set up a Pop-Up Talent Shop helping 
18-24 year-olds find work placements. 

Turning the concept behind the tra¬ 
ditional fobcentre on its head, the 
group’s model saw employers seek out 
the unemployed, giving talks and 
practical demonstrations in a bid to 
encourage youngsters into the work¬ 
place. 

Unbeknown to the group, their pro¬ 
ject was being secretly assessed by 
judges from the Big Lottery Fund, who 
were so impressed with the idea they 
have now agreed to pump £2m into 
developing the concept and rolling out 
similar shops in London, Birmingham 
and Cardiff. 

Jasmin Wareham (19), who lives in 
the Harlow Foyer and appeared in the 
show, said: “I’m so happy I had the 
opportunity to take part in The Secret 
Millions - it was a mind opener really. 

“Meeting David Fishwick was so 
inspiring and the team-building exer¬ 
cises with residents from other foyers 


really helped to break the ice at the 
start of the project. 

“I’m really glad I took part and so 
happy we secured the Big Lottery 
Funding needed to help take Pop-Up 
Talent shops forward.” 

Occasio House manager Teresa Aken 
added: “I’m so proud of our residents 
who took part in The Secret Millions 
and so excited that we have been suc¬ 
cessful in securing funding to help get 
Pop Up Talent off the ground.” 

The first Pop Up Talent Shops will 
open in the late summer and the Foyer 
Federation are already working with 


young people to prepare them for the 
grand opening.

ST Clare Hospice is to receive a 
share of a £5.5m Government 
handout set to be split between 
19 hospices in the East of 
England. 

The hospice at Hastingwood 
will be given £472,098 for its 
Space to Breathe project, which 
will see the hospice refurbished 
to benefit patients and their fam¬ 
ilies. The work will begin this 
month. 

St Clare chief executive Tanya 
Curry said: “The Space to Breathe 
project will, in many ways, allow 
patients and their families to be 
themselves, giving people great¬ 
er independence. 

“The refurbishment will give 
areas of the hospice a real uplift, 
injecting light and space and 
incorporating modern facilities 
especially in older parts of the 
building. 

“I’m delighted the Department 
of Health has endorsed the 
changes we are desperate to 
make. This grant means that 
more of the money that our fan¬ 
tastic supporters raise for us day 
in and day out can be spent on 
providing care in much improved 
facilities.”

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Coming to terms with your loss 


A lthough none of us like 
to think about it, 
bereavement is part of life 
and something we all have to 
deal with at some time or 
another. 

If you’re lucky you won’t be 
affected by it until later in life, 
although that still doesn’t make 
it easier when it does happen. 
The time is never “right”. 

It’s hard to predict how one 
person will deal with 
bereavement compared to 
another, although there are 
certain common experiences 
that many people will share and 
there are a few things that are 
worth bearing in mind to help 
yourself through it.

decisions if you can help it.

Perfect plants 

for patio power 


WONDERING what to put in your patio 
containers this summer? My pansies and 
violas are looking so forlorn I'm already 
thinking I'll ditch them in favour of some 
higher achievers in this unpredictable 
British weather. 

Help is at hand, in the form of a new trial 
from Which? Gardening, the Consumers' 
Association magazine, which last sum¬ 
mer tested 47 new varieties of plants for 
containers or hanging baskets, bought as 
plugs or young plants in April and then 
planted into suitable containers. 

The young plants were grown under 
cover until the threat of frost had gone and 
planted in container compost with added 
slow-release fertiliser. 

The trial found that the easy-care 
plants which produced plenty of blooms 
included Argyranthemum 'Yellow Empire' 
(Mr Fothergill's), a classic marguerite with 
bright yellow daisy-like flowers which 
- with some deadheading - produced 
masses of flowers throughout the summer. 

Another winner, which combined well 
with the marguerites, was Bacopa 'Atlas' 
(Dobies, Mr Fothergill's, Suttons), a blue 
and white variety which makes a back¬ 
ground for blowsier plants in a mixed 
planting. This variety also produces unusu¬ 
ally large flowers, almost 2cm across, and 
trails brilliantly. Those trialled flowered 
continuously for 18 weeks.

Diascia 'Blue Belle' (Plants By Post, J 
Parker's), a new variety launched at the 
Chelsea Flower Show last year, cascaded 
over the sides of the basket and didn't 
need deadheading, while Petunia 'Queen 
Bee' (Spalding Plant & Bulb Company) 
proved a vigorous grower, producing a 
plentiful mix of yellow and deep purple 
blooms and a succession of flowers despite 
heavy rain. 

Among the best rain-tolerant plants 
tested was the Pelargonium 'Pacific Black 
Knight' (Dobies, Suttons), an ivy-leaved 
variety with velvety flowers, which con¬ 
tinued to flower until the trial ended in 
October. 

If you want to grow flowers for cutting, 
have a go with Dianthus 'Green Trick', an 


unusual hybrid sweet William with large, 
fuzzy green heads, which last at least 10 
days in a vase. 

There are ways to help your patio plants 
along. Use big pots, if you can, so there 
are more nutrients for the plants to root 
out, and the more compost there is, the 
more water is retained. 

Water the compost thoroughly rather 
than little and often, to allow the water 
to seep deep into the pot and encourage 
healthy root growth, rather than just wet¬ 
ting the surface. 

Make sure your compost doesn't dry out 
because it can be difficult to rehydrate. If 
you are using hanging baskets or smaller 
pots, they may recover if you dunk the 
base in a bucket of water for a while, to 
allow the water to soak the compost from 
below.

Working with Builders 


When you buy a property that needs 
work, you usually hope to be able to 
recoup the cost of renovation by 
adding significantly to the future selling 
price. That s the theory anyway! But 
getting the builders in can be stressful, 
and we have all heard stories of 
extortionate costs, unforeseen extras, 
no-shows, and poor, even dangerous, 
workmanship. 

When assessing trades people, there 
are several things you can do to avoid 
disappointment or financial loss. For 
example: 

• Ask a friend in an allied 
profession such as a surveyor or 
architect to recommend names of 
proven trades people. 

• Don t rely on your own 
guesstimates! Decide what you want to 
do, get several quotes (not estimates) 
and work your budget around these. 

• Don t give details of your 
budget to the builder. 

• Factor in incidentals such as 
alterations to plumbing, wiring or tiling 
that may be affected by your work. Get 
quotes from specialists. 

• Tradespeople work best with 


people they know, so ask your chosen 
builder to recommend other specialists. 

• Don t be afraid to ask to see 
previous work and speak to the client. 

• Don t overlook the cost of 
removing rubble, old carpets, etc. Skips 
bulk out quickly and can cost over 
£150 a time. 

• Request an invoice in stages, 
and avoid cash in hand . 

• Ask if any discount 
associated with the builder s trade 
accounts will be passed on to you. If so, 
ask for receipts. 

• Agree a finish date with 
penalties for failing to meet deadlines. 

• Decide how realistic it will 

be to live in the property during 
renovation. Could this slow the builder 
down? 

• Qualifications and 
memberships give a good indication of 
professionalism. E.g. Guild of Master 
Craftsmen builders, CORGI registered 
plumbers, NECEIC approved 
electricians. 

With the building trades you really do 
get what you pay for, so avoid the 
temptation to cut corners!

THE R8 has been the figurehead of 
the Audi range since it first rolled 
into town in 2006 and it’s been 
working wonders for the brand 
ever since. 

In that time it’s had its roof cut 
off, a bigger engine stuffed in it 
and, in GT form, pumped up and 
pared back even further. Not many 
cars could go so long effectively 
unmolested, but for 2013 the 
surgeon’s scalpel has come out - in 
a very modest way - and a few 
tweaks have been made to four- 
ringed supercar. 

Spot one in your rear view mirror 
and it will be the piercing all- 
LEDheadlights that catch your 
attention first, now standard on all 
R8 models. The front grille has 
been subtly tweaked and now 
wears chromed horizontal details 
on V10 versions, the side blades are 
also a little bigger on 10-cylinder 
models and there is a new front 
bumper to boot. 

Massive changes they are not, 
and with good reason; this is still a 
fantastic looking car both in coupe 
and Spyder forms. It has immense 
presence, still turns heads and has 
no trouble of raising the pulse of 
the lucky person holding the keys. 

There’s a new model in the range, 
too, the V10 plus Coupe which has 
a tweaked version of the 5.2-litre 
V10 engine producing 550PS and 
gets some extra bits thrown in - 


unique alloy wheels, exterior 
detailing plus LED lighting and 
carbon trim in the engine bay. 

But the biggest change is in the 
engine room (well, next to it) as 
alongside the standard six-speed 
manual Audi has introduced an S 
tronic seven-speed gearbox to 
replace the previous R tronic 
version. 

What does that mean? Well, the 
old R tronic box was essentially an 
old-school automatic whereas S 
tronic means that same as 
elsewhere in the Audi range - dual¬ 
clutch wizardry, rapid and 
seamless full-bore up shifts and 
much less grief in traffic. 

The reality is just the same. 
Piloting this V10 Spyder out 
through the centre of London is 
exactly the kind of challenge that 


everyday supercars have to take in 
their stride, and despite it being 
the middle of the lunchtime rush 
hour the R8 copes perfectly well. 

Leave the transmission in 
automatic mode (you still get a 
chunky alloy level to select the 
gearbox’s actions) and you can 
pedal the R8 along without 
expending much more effort than 
you would in a regular car. 

Not that this spoils the sense of 
occasion however, because sitting 
snugly in the R8’s cockpit you are 
down low compared to other cars, 
and grasping the small but chunky 
flat-bottomed steering wheel 
reminds you of what it is capable 
of. 

Leave it in automatic and stick to 
the first few centimetres of throttle 
travel and you could almost forget 


you’re in a supercar, especially if 
you leave the button marked 
‘Sport’ alone. But that would be a 
waste and it takes only a moment 
to access the more dynamic side of 
the R8’s personality. 

Punch that button and the revs 
flare instantly as the throttle 
response is sharpened and the 
gearbox switches into a more 
aggressive programme. The thing 
you’ll notice first, however, is the 
howl from the exhaust as it opens 
out completely to give the engine 
its full voice. 

Why you’d have the switch in any 
other position is, quite frankly, 
beyond me. That V10 delivers such 
a fantastic range of noises it 
encourages you to change down 
very early and hold on to gears for 
longer just to hear it sing. 


Squeeze on the throttle in any 
gear and there’s a hardening of the 
exhaust note as it begins to accel¬ 
erate hard. Pin the pedal to the 
floor and the response is dramatic 
and instant; third gear is the one to 
go for, because at first you can’t 
believe how hard it pulls in a rela¬ 
tively tall gear and then as you 
reach the red line it’s even more 
amazing how it keeps on pulling 
hard way into big speeds. 

Whatever you ask of it, the V10 
Spyder responds emphatically with 
a mighty push in the back. 

Crucially it is friendly and enter¬ 
taining when you start to push on, 
too. The Quattro drivetrain pro¬ 
vides reassurance rather than 
nannying interference and even if 
the surface is only fractionally 
damp you can use the power with 
much greater freedom. 

The steering is sharp and 
responsive but not nervous, 
although the flat-bottomed wheel 
takes a little getting used to. 

No car this fast has a right to be 
so friendly, but you can lean on 
the R8 a great deal and forget how 
much it costs. Just revel in the 
grip, the balance and the knowl¬ 
edge that even if you are a little 
cack-handed it is on your side. 

That the R8 is so responsive and 
accessible when you press on yet 
comfortable and unobtrusive 
when you’re just burbling through 
town is exactly why you’d buy one.

BUYING A VAN FOR YOUR BUSINESS 
AND FINANCING IT 



Whether you are a sole trader or a busy 
commercial organisation with daily 
deliveries to make, you must have reliable 
vehicles. Your needs might be many and 
various, encompassing cars, trucks or a 
range of light and medium vans, depending 
on the nature of your business. 

When it comes to choosing your vehicle you will 
rely heavily on your local dealer. Be sure to take a 
test drive. Many dealers are able to arrange 24- 
hour trials, too, so that you can be sure that the 
style of van you are considering really does meet 
the needs of the business. You will want to check 
out the servicing and maintenance support your 
dealer can provide, but above all you will have to 
decide upon the most cost-effective way of 
financing the vehicle. 

Again, your dealer will be glad to help. There 
might even be a dedicated business specialist who would 
be glad to weigh up the options with you. At the end of the 
day, of course, it's your business - and your decision. 

Your dealer will probably be working with one of the many 
finance and leasing companies who operate throughout the 
UK. You can arrange finance through the dealership, or 
independently if you prefer. The first step is to decide 
whether you want to buy or lease the van in question. A 
good finance company will help you find the best solution. 
If the deal works out well for you, they'll enjoy repeat 
business, so it's in their interests to look after your 
business. 


more easily available to you for vehicles or for other 
purposes, of course, and which would be cheaper. 

Credit can be obtained through your bank in the form of 
an overdraft or business loan, but this could tie up lines of 
credit you would prefer to leave open for other purposes. 
Financing through a purchase plan can improve cash flow - 
but there is, of course, a cost attached. You pay interest 
whatever option you ultimately choose. 

If you are considering a purchase plan, where you 
eventually own or retain the option to own the van, plans 
are available for 

- conditional sale (may also be known as Lease Purchase); 


The majority of vans and light commercial vehicles on the 
roads have been purchased rather than leased - but just 
because you've always owned your fleet doesn't mean that 
you can't consider alternatives at any time. The benefit of 
ownership, of course, is that the vehicles look good as 
assets on your balance sheet and you have the freedom to 
sell at any time. The downside is the residual risk, not 
least depreciation when you come to sell and the 
manpower it can take to administer and maintain the vans 
you operate. 

Leasing, on the other hand, allows you the use of the 
vehicles without the responsibilities of ownership - and 
without tying up existing lines of credit. Typically, van 
leasing schemes run for 12 months and fixed monthly 
rentals will help you to spread payments evenly and budget 
accurately for fleet expansion and replacement. 

If you decide to buy, will you pay in cash or credit? Capital 
outlay now could mean less flexibility later and profit 
opportunities could be lost. You have to decide if finance is 


- Hire Purchase; and 

- Contract Purchase. 

There are as many options in vehicle leasing and you have 
to decide whether to choose a fixed term agreement or a 
flexible agreement. Each has its own advantages and you 
would wish to discuss these in detail with your finance 
provider - who might also be your commercial vehicles 
dealer. 

When it comes to insurance, of course, you would be 
expected to arrange cover yourself, although if you are 
leasing or renting your vans, the finance company might be 
able to offer insurance as part of their package. Other 
services which are well worth looking into are breakdown 
recovery and accident management. 

In summary, whether you're buying the first van you need 
for your business, or adding to an established fleet, if you 
do your homework thoroughly at the outset you can free 
yourself and your capital to work where it's most effective - 
in your business.
